THE  NEW  ERIE  CANAL.

Erie  Canal  for  which  the  people  of  the  State 
of  New  York  voted  $101,000,000,  which  will 
connect  Buffalo  with  tidewater  by  a  1,000  ton 
barge  waterway,  is  now  in  hand.  This  new 
canal  will  cost  more  than  the  great  Suez  Canal, 
while  its  tonnage  will  annually  exceed  that  of 
Suez.  It  is  a  greater  public  improvement  for 
the  State  of  New  York  to  carry  out  than  is  the 
building  of  the  Panama  Canal  for  the  United 
States  Government,  and  it  is  of  hardly  less 


commercial  value.  Its 
cost  will  be  more  than 
half  of  the  estimate  for 

the  Panama. 

The  present  Erie 

Canal  has  a  depth  of 
from  seven  to  nine  feet 
and  a  width  on  the  bot¬ 
tom  of  fifty-two  and  a 
half  feet.
